Navy Dirigible Safely Moored at France Field Mast 
After Nonstop Flight From Home Hangar at 
Lakehurst Air Station. 


France Field, Canal Zone, Feb. 27 
(A. P.).—The United States Navy 
dirigible Los Angeles was successfully 
moored tonight at 10:40 p. m. to the 
special mast erected here, on comple- 
toin of her longest nonstop flight since 
she was flown to the United States 
from Germany. 


(Associated Press.) 

Out over the blue Caribbean Sea and 
near the end of a 2,265-mile journey 
trom New Jersey to the Canal Zone, 
the giant Navy dirigible Los Angeles 
sped toward France Field last night to 
complete the first nonstop flight of 
any craft from the United States to the 
isthmus. 

Swinging clear of the Isle of Jamaica 
by passing three miles south of Negril 
Point, at 10:07 a. m. Eastern Standard 
time, yesterday morning, the dirigible 
was expected to have the assistance of 
prevailing trade winds for the remain- 
der of the flight. These winds vary 
from 20 to 40 miles an hour at this 
season.

WAD GEAMAN DIPLOMAT 


Tried to Avert World Conflict 
as Ambassador to Great 
Britain.

WROTE WAR DOCUMENT 
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Berlin, Feb. 27 (A.P.).— 
Max Lichnowsky, who was German am- 
bassador at London when the World 
War began, is dead. As ambassador at 
that time he took an opposing position 
to his government’s policy. 

Prince Lichnowsky died this morning 
his estate in Silesia. 

He was born March 8, 1860, and was 
the last imperial ambassador at Lon- 
don, where he tried until the last mo- 
ment, to avert the war. He entered 
the diplomatic service in 1884, espe- 
clally enjoying the confidence of Chan- 
céllor von Buelow. 

Lichnowsky accepted the London post 
in 1912 in the hope of bringing about 
an Anglo-German understanding, in 
which task his wife, who stood in spe- 
Clal favor with King George, ably as- 
sisted him. 

He wrote a confidential brochure dur- 
ing the war, asserting that the German 
foreign office had failed to support him. 
This fell into the hands of the allies, 
who made capital of it. The prince 
then retired and devoted himself to the 
man#ment of his numerous estates 
He recently completed his memoirs,

Prince Lichnowsky’'s 
was one of the great human docu- 
ments of the World War. It was writ- 
ten in 1916 and was originally intended 
for his family archives. But several 
copies soon got abroad, and the 
prince's exposures of the policy of the 
German government created a sensa- 
tion. 

The “Memorandum” tells the secret 
history of the prince's ambassadorship 
at the British capital from 1912 until 
he was obliged to depart from London 
in August, 1914. For his part in at- 
tempting to negotiate a peace policy 
with the British foreign office, Lich- 
nowsky was reported to have been de- 
prived of all distinctions and sent 
away from Berlin in disgrace. 

After criticizing the foreign policy of 
his government, particularly with re- 
spect to France, Prince Lichnowsky de- 
scribes the efforts of Sir Edward Grey, 
then British foreign secretary, to come 
to an agreeinent with Germany. “His 
intention,” says the “Memorandum,” 
“was not to isolate us, but. to make us 
in so far as possible partners in a 
| working concern.”

Wheeler reminded Mack there was 
a clause in the injunction prohibiting 
the United Mine Workers of America 
from advertising in tr” newspapers 
about conditions at the mine. 

“I contend the United Mine Workers 
or any other labor organization does 
not have the right to advertise in the 
newspapers ayd tell the men not to go 
to work whoAvant to go to work,”’ Mack 
declared.

Offers a New Ocean Service. 

ro the Editor of The Post—Sir: As 
builder of the Navy's newest and fast- 
est airplane carrier, Saratoga, I ven- 
ture to suggest for your information 
an aspect of the current discussion in 
Congress regarding the merchant ma- 
rine. 

The almost complete collapse of our 
merchant marine is a well known fact. 
Excluding tankers and ships serving 
only their owners, American ships car- 
ry less than 10 per cent of our ocean- 
borne trade. Even this slight propor- 
tion is decreasing alarmingly in the 
face of the competition of better, fast- 
er, newer foreign ships. 

The American people, almost with 
one voice, demand an-adequate Ameri- 
can merchant marine. With almost 
equal unanimity they insist that it 
must be restored by private enter- 
prise and without a Government sub- 
sidy. 

Although the Senate in passing the 
Jones bill emphasized the demand for 
® merchant fleet and the public dis- 
like of subsidies for private persons, 
nevertheless it violated the people’s de- 
sire for private operation. 

The House is considering several bills 
—the White bill, the Wood bill, and 
others. Like the Jones bill, these sat- 
isfy only two of the three demands of 
the people. They would establish a 
merchant marine in private hands. But 
they seek to do this by some form of 
subsidy. 

The plan which my associates and 
I presented to the Shipping Board on 
January 24, initially for six large 35- 
knot transatlantic liners, four-day 
boats dock-to-dock with airplane land- 
ing decks, offers a way to satisfy all 
three desires of the American people 
by building and operating American 


super ships in private ownership with- 
out a subsidy.

We have formed the Transoceanic 
,Corporation to build and operate an 
American foreign service without a 
| subsidy. The Shipping Board must 
| maintain essential routes as at present 
;and keep its valuable reserve fleet, 
which it has used with such powerful 
| effect to prevent foreign discrimina- 
tions against American shippers. 

We ask a loan of three-fourths the 
cost of building our ships, to be repaid 
in 20 years, on which we will pay ex- 
actly what the money costs the Gov- 
ernment. By this arrangement the 
Government will lose nothing. It will 
have, moreover, at its service, if re- 
quired, a fleet of six or more very fast 
airplane carriers, each with a crew 
trained in the school of daily commer- 
cial service. 

We also ask a long-term mail carry- 
ing contract at rates based on the bet- 
ter service rendered. These ships will 
cut the ocean mail time by one-half, 
and with the use of airplanes at each 
end of the voyage will give a three- 
day mall service. 

We submit that this new ocean serv- 


ice will give an impulse to the reestab- 
lishment of the entire American mer- 
chant marine,

Amounts paid or accrued within the 
taxable year 1927, as interest on ine 
debtedness are deductible, with certain 
exceptions, from gross income in dée- 
termining net income, Such items in- 
clude interest on money borrowed to 
defray personal expenses and money 
borrowed for the purchase of real estate. 
If a person owes money secured by a 
lien or mortgage on his home, the 
amount of interest paid on such in- 
debtedness may be deducted. How- 
ever, interest need not be evidenced by 
lien, judgment or mortgage to make the 
interest thereon deductible. Frequently 
indebtedness is evidenced only by notes 
without additional security. 

Interest paid on behalf of a friend 
or relative where there is no legal obli- 
gation on the part of the payor can
